Tract Has 


No Water 


For three days in a row resi­ 
dents of one portion 
of 
Marin 
Heights, near Mill Valley, 
have 
been without water and have had 
to “keep their children up until 
11 p.m. in order to give them a 
bath.” 
That was the report Robert M. 
Clark, 282 Princeton avenue, Mill 
Valley, gave to the county Board 
of Supervisors this morning. Clark, 
who submitted a letter and then 
appeared in person, said that there 
was not enough water in the fire 
hydrants to fight a fire if one 
started in the area. 


“Dry grass around there is 2)4 
feet high,” 
he declared. 
“One 
carelessly tossed match or cigar­ 
ette would wipe out six homes be­ 
cause there wouldn’t be any water 
to fight the fire.” He said garden 
hoses would hardly run during the 
day. 


YEAR-OLD COMPLAINT 
Clark said he had started his 
complaint a year ago with the 
Marin Municipal Water District. 
Last year, he declared, he had 
had a large outdoor party one af­ 
ternoon and that because of the 
water shortage they were unable 
to use the toilets all that day. 


“The Health Department also Is 
concerned,” he said. He enclosed 
copy of a letter 
from the de­ 
partment to the MMWD about the 
health problem. 


Clark said MMWD officials are 
courteous but with “an indifferent 
attitude.” 
He said the shortage 
was caused by heavy water drains 
from homes lower on the hiU dur­ 
ing the day when lawn and gar­ 
den watering were under way. 


“We w6re without water 
last 
night and we don’t expect to have 
any today,” he declared. “And the 
summer is just starting.” 


• GRAVE CONCERN 
Supervisor Vera Schultz express­ 
ed “grave concern” about the sit­ 
uation. Chairman William Fussel- 
man picked up the telephone and 
called William Seeger, 
assistant 
general manager of MMWD. After 
the discussion on the phone, Fus- 
selman reported Seeger had said 
most of the homes in the area 
had signed “low pressure permit 
statements,” and that the water 
company is “now working on a 
new plan” to alleviate the situa­ 
tion.

City and county planners in 
Marin 
last night turned 
their 
watchful eyes from planning mat­ 
ters to money problems connected 
with more industry in Marin. 
Specifically, 
they 
wanted 
to 
know 
whether 
m o r e 
industry 
would solve existing tax problems 
or create bigger ones. 
The questions were asked of 
Robert Pendergrass and Buzz Kil- 
born, both directors in the newly- 
formed Marin County Develop­ 
ment Foundation, during a meet­ 
ing of the Marin County Planning 
Council at the Bermuda Palms. 
“I don’t want to appear adverse 
to 
industry,” said San 
Rafael 
P l a n n i n g Commissioner M. C. 
Lowman Jr., “but has the devel­ 
opment foundation set a minimum 
assessment figure for each new 
employee brought to Marin by 
new industry? 
PAY ITS WAY 
“We must be sure that industry 
can take care of the costs of gov­ 
ernment services and schools for 
its employees and help the exist­ 
ing deficit in taxation. I think the 
foundation should set & dollars 
and cents minimum on assess­ 
ments for each new employee be­ 
fore encouraging industry to move 
here.” 
Pendergrass chose 
to 
answer 


Lowman with a report that “all 
other 
Bay 
Area 
counties 
are 
breaking their necks to get indus­ 
try and we think that explains 
the success of the program.” 
Pendergrass 
also 
felt 
there 
“would be an even break” in hiring 
Marin and non-Marin employees 
by industries moving to the coun­ 
ty. The Marin employees would 
not create a greater tax problem 
for the county, he said. 


TAX DEFICIT 
The discussion started as Kil- 
born explained that average sub­ 
divisions in Marin carry about 
$16,000 in assessed property eval­ 
uation for each acre of land. Also, 
he said, the homes in one acre 
produce about $785 in taxes and 
elementary education for young­ 
sters in the acre costs nearly 
$1,240. Therefore, he said, there is 
a deficit of $485 for each acre of 
land. 
“And that’s only for elementary 
schools,” Kilborn said, “it doesn’t 
include the cost of high schools 
or College of Marin.” 
Kilborn quoted County Auditor 
Leon de Lisle as saying “every 
small home in the county is liter­ 
ally a liability unless it is bal­ 
anced by industry.” Kilborn added 
that one San Rafael engineer has 


plans for 30 small subdivisions on 
his drawing boards. 
HELP ASKED 
He asked the 29 persons present 
at the meeting, all representatives 
of city and county planriing com­ 
missions, for help in organizing a 
drive to attract industry. He said 
he wasn’t asking for all types of 
manufacturing, “we’d be glad to 
have 
the 
administrative 
head­ 
quarters of an insurance or oil 
company.” 
Also brought out in the discus­ 
sion were the new assessment fig­ 
ures for the H. Koch & Sons Lug­ 


gage factory in Corte Madera. 
According to Pendergrass, As­ 
sessor George Hall has reported 
that the 9-acre site, before it was 
improved, was essessed at $1,500. 
“It is now assessed at about $112,- 
000 and has created jobs for 300 
persons,” the speaker said.

Gamal Abdel Nasser.

But Ghoneim’s disappointment 
was softened somewhat by being 
able to tell Nasser, and other dig­ 
nitaries who Journeyed to the site, 
the name of the missing pyramid 
bi ilder.

He learned the identity of the

Sekhem-Khet’s reign was placed 
by Ghoneim in the third dynasty, 
more than 
2.500 years 
before 
Christ. Until this year detailed 
knowledge

history 
went back only to the 18th dynasty 
of King Tut, or 1200 B.C. T ut’s 
tomb was discovered in 1922.

Wounded Evacuated 
TACHIKAWA, 
Japan 
(U.P.) — 
Ninety-nine F r e n c h wounded, 
many of whom lost arms and legs 
at Dien Bien Phu, arrived yes­ 
terday on the second leg of their 
“wrong way” air evacuation. 
There were 30 litter patients and 
69 ambulatory patients on a huge 
American Air Force C124 Globe- 
master that lerried them 
from 
Saigon via Manila and Okinawa. 
The wounded were flown to Par­ 
is via the United States, 5,000 extra 
miles, because India refused to 
permit the mercy plane to cross 
her territory.

SWISS STEAK 
Expansion Of Juvenile Hall 
Welcome, If Delayed, Event 


Action of th t board of supervisors in fin­ 
ally approving expansion of Juvenile Hall 
is a welcome, if long-awaited development. 
I 
Decision to double the size of the hall, 
equip it with proper administrative facilities, 
a classroom, recreational facilities, paved 
'play area and safety devices has taken too 
long to be reached. Yet we are happy it is 
finally here. 


Whether the quarters even then will be 
.adequate for the expanding population of 
Marin countv is a question. 
They will 
•urely be a tremendous improvement over 
the tiny quarters where a maximum of 10 
children can at present be housed. 


Cooperation of county officials and de­ 
partments seems to have made it possible for 
the expansion at a minimum cost to the 
taxpaver. 
Present estimate is that the job 
can be accomplished at a cost of about 
$95,000. This has been achieved by making 
use of the existing structures on the county's 
property in Lucas Valley. 


Both the juvenile home and the old 


nurses quarters will be utilized in the ex­ 
pansion. 
The nurses aie being moved to 
an old structure north of the county farm 
hospital. This has been remodeled by the 
staff of farm superintendent Lloyd de la 
Montanya with money already in his budget. 


Savingi to the county in being able to 


use both the old juvenile hall and the nurses 


quarters have been estimated at $55,000. 


That is a worth-while savings. 


It is our hope that in these new quarters 


most of the unfortunate problems of such an 
institution can be avoided. Particularly do 
we hope that the planning will allow sepa­ 
ration of the children held for criminal ac­ 
tivity from those who are sent to the hall 
because of misfortune or events beyond their 
control. 
These youngsters have been the 
ones most imposed upon as result of the 
present inadequate quarters. 


The sooner we get construction started 
on the new hall, the sooner we mav do away 
with the evils of the old. 


Third Deficit Year In Row 


Fiscal year 1954, which closes tomorrow', is 
the third successive year of deficit for the 
federal government. The deficit for fiscal 
1954 is estimated in President Eisenhower’s 
budget message for 1955 at $5.5 billion. 
President Truman’s budget message for fis­ 
cal year 1954 had anticipated a 1954 deficit 
of $9.9 billion; President Eisenhower's re­ 
vised budget of May 20, 1955 had cut the 
estimate to $5.6 billion. 


If the administration meets its $5.3 bil­ 
lion target, the deficit for fiscal 1954 will be 
slightly more than a third of the $9.4 billion 
actual deficit for fiscal 1953, the highest since 
’World War II. (Three post-World War II 
years — 1947, 1948, 1951 — have produced a 
budget surplus.) Even the big deficit for 
fiscal 1953, brought on by the Korean war, 
was but a fraction of the peak $57.4 billion 
deficit of 1943. 


Heavy tax collections and other receipts 
late in June will have to produce a balance 
of $1.6 billion of government receipts over 
'expenditures if the budget goal of a $3.3 bil­ 
lion deficit is to be met. As of June 21, the 
excess of expenditures over receipts had in­ 
creased the public debt for the year by $4.9

billion. At the same date in 1955—the year 
which ended with a $9.4 billion deficit—the 
excess of expenditures over receipts had in­ 
creased the public debt by only $7.2 billion. 
So far in fiscal 1954, despite the tax cuts 
early this year, total tax revenues have shown 
a slight increase. Through June 21 the gov­ 
ernment had collected $50.9 billion in in­ 
dividual and corporation income taxes, as 
against $50.3 billion for the corresponding 
period of fiscal 1953. Despite excise tax cuts 
effective on Apr. 1 last, other taxes, lumped 
together, have stayed about the same—$10.6 
billion for 1954 as against $10.7 billion for 
1955. 


The Treasury statement of June 21 shows 
an excess of government "deposits” of al­ 
most $0.8 billion over the corresponding 
period of 1953. Government "withdrawals” 
for the same period were $5.7 billion below 
those for the corresponding period of 1953. 


Whichever way the final figure reads, a 
determined effort has been made on the part 
of the Administration to produce a balanced 
budget. This was one of its aims, one which 
seems much more likely to be attained dur­ 
ing the next fiscal year.

Japan is the key to the defense 
of the Western Pacific. 
If Japan fell under the domi­ 
nation of the Kremlin, the Presi­ 
dent said in his speech last week,

Communist lake. 
But Eisenhower was speaking 
only of possibilities — of what 
might happen if ths United 
States failed to help Japan make 
a living. 
Actually, with American help, 
there is hope that Japan may 
become 
a bastion that will 
strengthen the position of the 
free world throughout East Asia. 


JAPANESE rearmathent « ‘nit 
starting. Many Japanese oppose 
It. They do not want to be drawn 
Into another war. But the people 
as a whole realize that they must 
resrra, if only in self-protection. 
It seems certain that as Ja­ 
panese rearmament advances, the 
threat of Communist aggression 
in East Asia will start gradually 
to diminish. 
Japan has signed a mutual de­ 
fense pact with the United 
States. 
On July 1, its new r ional de­ 
fense law goes into effect. On 
that day, the two branches of 
the national police force will ’ e 
merged. This national defense 
force, of about 137.000 men, will 
be the nucleus of a new army. 
Japan also will have a limited 
air force and a small navy. 
The National Safety Board re­ 
cently appointed the chiefs of 
staff for the armyt air force 
and navy. They will assume their 
posts on July 1. 


IT 
WAS 
DISCLOSED 
last 
week that the United States high 
command is making plans to 
have Japanese troops take over 
the defense of the northern is­ 
land of Hokkaido. The take-over, 
from troops of the American 1st 
Cavalry Division and other units, 
may even be made this summer 
according to Tokyo reports. 
Premier Shigeru Yoshida an­ 
nounced last Tuesday that he 
would ask for American aid in 
building a 
1000-mile 
military 
highway running the length of 
Japan’s main island, Honshu. 
The United States is building 
up Japanese armament indus­ 
tries by giving as many arms 
orders as possible to Japanese 
factories. 


IT 18 NATURAL that peoples 
of the Par East who have felt 
Japanese aggression are some­ 
what wary of the rearmament. 
President Syngman Rhee of 
South Korea would like to see 
Japan kept down. 
But to most people, the men­ 
ace of Communism is greater 
than the possible future men­ 
ace of rearmed Japan. This feel­ 
ing has spread even to the Chi- 
n e s e Nationalist government, 
which fought Japan so bitterly 
for years. O. K. Yui, the new 
Nationalist premier, told the 
United Press in Taipeh, Formosa, 
that Japan must be included in 
a Par Eastern anti-Communist 
allir.no«. 
"Historically, 
g e o ^Taphically 
and strategically. Japan is es­ 
sential.” Yui said.

It Is known 
that J. O. Reimel, former chief 
of the fraud investigation of the 
department, was heavily favored 
for the Job last year when the 
governor appointed William A. 
Burkett as director, and Plan­ 
teen as deputy director of the 
department. 


BURKETT and Reimel worked 
together prior to Burkett’s ap­ 
pointment when he was repre­ 
senting a group of employers, 
and uncovering fraudulent pay­ 
ments made by the department 
to unemployment insurance chis- 
elers. They have a somewhat 
similar background, as both have 
been law enforcement officers 
and both with federal investiga­ 
tions bureaus. 
Shortly after his appointment, 
Burkett named Reimel to a non- 
civil service post in the depart­ 
ment, and turned a great deal 
of the administrative work over 
to him. Planteen, in fact, during 
the past six weeks or more, has 
had most of his duties removed 
from him and assigned to other 
administrators in the depart­ 
ment. 


NOW THAT PLANTEEN is out 
of the picture, the way is clear 
for another appointment to the 
lucrative post. 
The history of the deputy di­ 
rectorship of the Department of 
Employment is a history that is 
interesting to sty the least. 
When the department was 
created by the legislature back 
in 1935, there was no position of 
deputy director as such. But 
shortly after Earl Warren de­ 
feated then Governor Culbert L. 


Olson, there was a desire on ths 
part of certain employer groups 
to get rid of R. G. Wagenet, who 
was then director of ths depart­ 
ment, and to set up an entirely 
different administrative arrange­ 
ment of the department. 


THE MASTER cams before 
the legislature, which adopted 
laws calling for an entirely new 
commission to administer ths 
department and the elimination 
of the director’s post as such. 
Thus Wagenet was forced ©»it, 
as his job was abolished. This is 
the usual civil service procedure 
when the administration finds 
itself handicapped with an em­ 
ployes who will neither resign 
or against whom they can find 
no evidence to file charges. Wag­ 
enet, of course, was not' civil 
service, but the procedure ww* 
the same. 
Warren thereupon appointed 
James G. Bryant, another Fed­ 
eral Social Security Board em­ 
ployee, to head the department 
as chief of the employment ser­ 
vice and 
unemployment pay­ 
ments. Bryant held on until he 
was fired by Governor Knight. 


MEANWHILE, the post of 
chief of the accounting division 
held the nominal position of 
deputy director of the depart­ 
ment. First to hold this Job was 
T. H. Mugford, now with the 
state department of finance in 
charge of budgets and accounts. 
Mugford quit the department 
and Warren sent C. H. Herbage 
from the department of social 
welfare over to fill the post 
Herbage resigned at the same 
time as Bryant. 
Planteen held the position of 
senior deputy rules and regula­ 
tions officer, a position hs has 
had since 1936, when he first 
joined the department. He has 
been active in political circles in 
Southern California, and was 
given the post by Knight, who 
requested him to resign less than 
a year after his appointment

Thru ways Changing 
Face Of America

NEW YORK </P) — The look 
of America is changing. And with 
it are coming new business ways, 
new living habits. 
New York State last week 
opened the first stretch of its 
big new thru way. Like those in 
other states, the# expressway al­ 
ready is drawing new shopping 
centers to its sides, luring new 
factories to nearby sites. 
Cities are changing, too, as 
well as the countryside. And the 
slowdown in ot^er forms of busi­ 
ness activity isn’t putting any 
damper on this trend—neither 
in the shifting of population 
from region to region, from cities 
to suburbs, nor in the new ways 
of working and living that the 
big change is bringing about. 


CITIES ARE ripping out old 
streets, putting in new express­ 
ways. Some of the cow-path 
streets of Boston, for example, 
are being replaced with a speed­ 
way to carry downtown workers 
to outlying residential areas. 
Seattle is building an elevated 
highway along its waterfront. 
Pittsburgh is boring a new ex­ 
pressway into 
its 
downtown 
rrea, and planning to move a 
railroad station and rail line out 
of its way, and tunnel through 
a mountain. Brooklyn last week 
opened a three-level expressway 
to by-pass traffic around the 
business district. The parking 
problem finds a number of cities 
building municipal garages—some

THE 
EXPRESSWAYS 
that 
many cities are building to emp­ 
ty their workers into the sub­ 
urbs at the end of the day—like 
the system in Los Angeles, for 
instance — soor open up new 
and more distant areas 
for 
homes. And the super highways 
in time become as cluttered with 
citizenry as were thé old, nar­ 
row roads. 
At the same time an increas­ 
ing number of factories are tak­ 
ing to the countryside. Put a 
one-story factory on a pi' 
of 
several acres and you have both 
the room in which to grow and 
breathe, and the economy of put­ 
ting production lines entirely on 
one level. 
Sometimes the factories are 
near highways, like New York’s 
new thruway. Sometimes they 
are way out beyond public trans­ 
portation lines — like one in the 
Charlotte, N.C. area — but man­ 
agement reports that workers gel 
there all right, and apparently 
like the work environment. 
A number of cities are plan­ 
ning on opening industrial sites 
along their outskirts, attracting 
new factories without also adding 
to the downtown clutter. 
Others are clearing out tht 
blighted downtown area — Chi­ 
cago and Pittsburgh are two ex­ 
amples. 
Still others, like New York and 
Chicago, are building or plan­ 
ning office buildings on stilts 
above their downtown railroad 
yards. 
And many cities are seeing ths

But an 
International Boundary and Water 
Commission IBWC spokesman, af­ 
ter a plane flight over the river, 
said; 
“How much the river will rise 
after this crest 
passes is any­ 
body’s guess.” 
The IWBC had lost contact with 
its gauging points north of Lang­ 
try, some 60 mils upstream from 
Del Rio. 
22-INCH RAIN 
The rains, some up to 22 inches, 
were spawned by last week’s Hur­ 
ricane Alice, which lashed the 
Texas-Mexican Gulf Coast for 12 
hours last Friday. 
Ahead of the rushing floodwaters 
lay the great international Falcon 
Dam, dedicated less than a year 
ago by the presidents of the United 
States and Mexico. It was expected 
to keep the damaging floodwaters 
from the lush vegetable and citrus- 
growing lower Rio Grande Valley 
and Its big population. 
For the lower valley, the great 
flood was a blessing. Beyond Fal­ 
con Dam, the river has been vir­ 
tually dry. Now the flood will be 
used in future months to slacken 
the mammoth thirst of the orange 
and grapefgruit groves, the vege­ 
table farms and cotton-growing 
areas. 
TOWN SUBMERGED 
At least half of Ciudad Acuna, 
across the river from Del Rio, Tex., 
w*s under water. 
Some 15,000 
people huddled in the Tamaulipas 
Hills. Water, medical supplies, food 
and clothing were being flown in 
by the American Red Cross. The 
privately owned International Toll 
Bridge was swept away between 
Ciudad Acuna and Del Rio. 
Fifty miles south of Del Rio, 
between Piedras Negras and Eagle 
Pass, the raging flood beat the 
city owned International Bridge to 
kindling about 9 p.m. last night. 
Eagle Pass’ only hospital was iso­ 
lated by the swift-moving flood 
waters and could be reached only 
by boat. 
Both the United States and Mex­ 
ico hurriedly marshaled forces to 
combat the mad waters. The U.S. 
4th Army flew field kitchens, cots, 
blankets and clothing to flood- 
harried towns.

WASHINGTON (UA) — 8ome 400 
delegates to a natjpnal conference 
on 
Juvenile 
delinquency 
today 
talked over ways of checking the 
rapid increase in youngsters who 
get in trouble with the law. 
The suggestions ranged from 
stimulating local action on the 
Juvenile delinquency problem to es­ 
tablishment of a $1,200,000-a-year 
federal project to help cope with 
it. 
Herman G. Stark, director of the 
California Ycuth Authority, pro­ 
posed a government project, backed 
by at least $1,200,000 annually for 
10 years, to coordinate and guide 
work in the delinquency field. He 
said a single agency should handle 
the job. 


CHILDREN S BUREAU 
The Federal Children’s Bureau 
already has asked Congress to set 
up a special Juvenile Delinquency 
Division, but requested a more 
modest sum, $165,000. 
Stark said government leader­ 
ship is needed to meet a “serious 
problem” of thousands of transient 
children in the country. Many of 
them are pushed from city to city 


and state to state because no one 
accepts responsibility for them* he 
said. 
STATE AID URGED 
Sherwood Norman, director of 
detention services for the National 
Probation and Parole Assn., de­ 
clared Jthat the federal govern­ 
ment and all but a few states have 
failed to accept responsibility for 
thousands of children held in jail 
or sub-standard detention homes. 
He called placing children in 
such surrounds a "national dis­ 
grace,” and suggested state sub­ 
sidies for good detention homes.

Commanding 
the 
Pacific 
A ir 
Force, which is to become opera­ 
tive next month, w ill be M aj. Gen. 
Sory Sm ith, now director of pub­ 
lic relations for the A ir Force. 
Thjp w ill be the first single com­ 
mand for air forces in the Pacific 
since W orld W ar II. 
During the 
war, combat and transport opera­ 
tions in the central Pacific were 
under control of the 7th A ir Force 


O V ER-A LL COMMAND 
The over-all m ilitary oommanc 
of the Pacific, under the unified 
setup, is held 
by 
Adm. 
Felix 
Stum p, commander-in-chief of the 
Pacific Fleet and director of com­ 
bined Arm y-Navy-Air Force. The 
Army commander for the Pacific 
is M aj. Gen. C lark L . Ruffner. 
U n til now, there had been no A ir 
Force command. 


It is planned that all U .S . Air 
Force bases in Haw aii, central and 
southwestern Pacific islands and 
the Philippines w ill come under 
Sm ith’s command. Planes and per­ 
sonnel operating in that area and 
westward on missions or assign­ 
ments to Southeast Asia also come 
under him.

Demos Give 
Nod Tp Byrd 


BA LT IM O R E UP) — D r. H. C. 
(Curley Byrd, long-time president 
of the U niversity of M aryland, 
apparently had won the Demo­ 
cratic nom ination for governor to­ 
day but his m argin was so close 
it cannot be certain until after 
the o fficial count. 
He had waged a bitter, name- 
calling battle w ith George P. M a­ 
honey. Baltim ore paving contrac­ 
tor who attracted national atten­ 
tion several years ago when he 
was chairm an of the State Racing 
Commission 
and 
took 
vigorous 
measures against doping. 
Party nom inations in M aryland 
are decided on a county unit sys­ 
tem like the electoral college in 
presidential elections. 
It was not u ntil after a long 
night of counting that Byrd at 
sunup apparently corralled the 77 
unit votes necessary to win. 
A t 9 am ., w ith 1,309 of the 
state’s 1,338 polling places report- 
ed, Byrd seemed sure of 80 unit 
votes and Mahoney 73.

Help Your Offspring To Meet Often 
With Other Children Of Opposite Sex 


My old professor taught me that 
boy-girl problems didn’t turn up 
until kids readied their teens. My 
old professor was a bachelor. He 
didn’t know any better. Let’s look 
at boy-girl problems today. 
We can expect our little boys 
to have a special liking for cer­ 
tain little girls, from about 4 on 
up. Often half a dozen little guys 
will have a crush on the same lit­ 
tle girl. Fights ensue. Real fights, 
junior grads. 
The crushes don't last long. 
They’re nothing like the severe 
crushes teenagers have. Sometimes 
behavior that can be classed as 
sex takes place among the little 
ones. Usually it is just curiosity. 
Not always. In either case par­ 
ents had better break it up. 
In the upper elementary grades 
girls become the aggressors. They 
mature a couple of years ahead of 
the boy*. They're capable of deep 
romantic feelings, but the boys 
aren’t. Many boys at that stage 
are woman-haters. So the girls 
suffer. 
You should have parties at your 
home all along. Start with birth­ 
days, when the children are little. 


Flattery and Fit! 


Invite both boys and girls. Help 
your offspring to mix naturally 
and easily with those of the op­ 
posite sex. 
Bring your children up in a 
church. Choose a church with an 
active young people’s program 
That way they can have fun under 
good conditions. They’ll form their 
friendships among good young­ 
sters with similar high standards 
Sometimes church kids go wrong, 
but not often. 
When they hit the teen years 
our offspring have their worst 
problems. At first the nicest girls 
seem to fall for the worst boys, 
and vice versa. Sweet, innocent 
13 and 14-year-old girls say and 
do the damdest things, without 
knowing what it is all about. You 
must protect them constantly. By 
the time they are 18 or 17 usually 
they’ve learned 
enough 
to be 
trusted. Whatever the age, they 
need your love, patience and guid­ 
ance.

any point in the metropolitan Bay 
Area, can be reached from any 
point In the same area.
